aols, and releafing all the Prifoners in his Progrefs ; 
mgt tele was one Fobm Ball, a Prieft, who had 
“ry much inflamed the People by his feditious Ser- 
~~ he Doétrine that he preach'’d was, that as 
rw Sons of Adam, all Men were upon a Level, 


Ne Visrefore, that the World ought to bereduced to rate and abandoned Crew, coilected together a Body or 4 


for in order to clear their Way to this Equality, they 
cut off the Heads of all the Nobility, Gentlemen and 
Perfons of Diftinction that fell into their Hands. 

- Wauen they came to London Byidge, they found 
the Gates fhut; but the London Mob immediately 
ed them in {pite of their M tes, and joi 
cothers. They burnt the Houtes of the Lords, rhe 
Judges, and the Principat Citizens ; the Savoy, which 
was then the Palace. of the Duke of Lameaffer, the 
Archbifhop’s Palace, and the Temple, with all the 
Writings kept there, were reduced to Athes; the 
Flemings, a poor induftrious People, who worked 
hard to get a Livelihood, were particularly the 
Objects of their Fury ; they dragged them from the 
Churches, where they had taken Sanctuary, inro 

the Streets, and there maflacred them. 

ArTeR the committing thete Outrages, they 
proceeded to the Zower, and tho’ there was then a 
Garifonin it of Twelve hundred Men, Six hundred 
of which were Archers, yet they bad ftruck tach a 
Terror by the Crueltics that they had exercifed, that 
the Gates were prefently opened to them, without the 


leaft Defence or Refiftance from the Garifon ; the 


Archbifhop of Canterbury, and the Treafurer, who 


had retired there for their Security, were feized, and 
had their Heads ftruck off upon the Spor. 

Tut King and Council in the utmoft Confter- 
nation and Perplexity, offered fome confiderable 
Privileges, and a — Pardon to thofe that would 
depart ; but the Favour was not accepted by many, 
and Wat Tyler would not enter into Negotiation with 
any but the King himfelf; the King fent a Perfon of 
Diftiné&tion to him to defire a Conference, who 
delivering his Meffage on Horfeback, not imaginin 
that fuch a ragged Rabble would have any Regar 
to Ceremonies ; the haughty Chicf was fo offended 
that no more Refpeét was paid him, that he was 
Se to difpatch the Gentleman that brought the 

ing’s Metlage, if the King himfef, who was at 
fome Diftance, had not cried out to his Meflenger to 
difmount: After thefe Ceremonials were adjulted, Wat 
Tyler replied to the King’s Meflage, that he would 
come and confer when he thought proper. 

However, the King did obtain the Favour of a 
Conference ; and /’at made his Demands ; the prin- 
cipal of which were, that the Laws fhould be 
abolifhed, and the Government new modelled, ac- 
— to certain fantaftical Notions which he 
himfclif had framed. During this Conference, he took 
an Occafion every new and then to lift up his Sword, 
as if it were co intimate to the King what he was to 
expect, if his Prorofals were not granted. His info- 
lent Behaviour fo exafperated William Walworth, 
the Mayor of London, who attended the King, that 
he could not contain his Indignation ; but without 
confidering the Danger that he expofed both the Ring 
and himfelf to, he fplit #a#’s Skull with his Sword, 
and laid him dead upon the Place. This bold 
Action happened to fucceed, and fooen afier the 
Rabble that were under the Conduct of Wat Tyler, 
difperted. 

Bu r in other Places they ftill raged with as much 
Violence as ever; John Ball and Fobn Wvaw, two 
Pricfts, were at the Head of fifty’thoufand Mob in 
Suffolk, where they committed an infinite Number of 
Barbaritics ; they Murder’d Sir Fobn Cavendib the 
chief ae and burn‘d all the ancient Charters in 
the Abbey of St. Edmond’s. Bury, and in the Univer- 
lity. of Cambridge. 

HERE was likewife another Body of Rabble in 
Norfolk, under the Condct of one Littefler, a Dyer at 
Norwich, who exercifed the fame Cruelties, and 
committed the fame Ravages in thofe Parts, as his 
Fellows had done in others. This notable Leader 
bore a particular Prejudice to the Profeflion of the 
Law, for he put to Death all the Judges and Lawyers 
that he could get into his Hands ; as to the Lords and 
Gentlemen, he kept them tor State, and made them 
wait at Table ; nay, he even carried the Matter fo 
far, as to «blige them to ferve him on the Knee, and 
if any one difcovered the leaft Reluétance to this 
Service, he immediately ordered his Head to be 
ftruck off. However, the Bifhop of Norwich being 
fhocked at the Infolence and Barbarity of this de{pe- 


likely to fuffer any Hardfhip braced this Notion, and as foon put it into Praétice; the Rabble, made a terrible Slaughter, und totally 


defeated them ¢ Their Leader Litt@tr, was taken in 
the Fight, and beheaded on the Spor. 

Fack Straw, who was Comyanion to Wat Tyler, 
and Head of the Fifit Mob, being likewile defzared 
and taken Prifone,, was executed. At his Death he 
conf:fied, that if they had fuccested in their Pro- 
jects, their Intention was to murder the King, to 
extirpate the Nobility and Cisrgy, excepting 
only the Mendicant Fryars. to divide England inio 
feveral Kingdoms, to make Wat Tyler King of Kert, 
to abolifh ail che ancient Laws and make new ones : 
So that we fee the meaneft and bafe* of the People, 
are not withodt their Schemes of Grandeur and 
Power, when proper Opportunities fall in their Way, 
hor without Art ro conceal their fecrer Views aud 
Defigns, under the fpeci.ta: Pretence of the publick 
Good and reforming the Government. 

Jack Cade,-in the Time of Henry the 6th was 
likewife another Reformer of the tame Scamp with 
thofe that have been mentioned b:fore : he jet up 
too for redrefing of Grievances and ¢€ ‘ing the 
People, by whic. Means he drew a vate »sultisude 
together and incamped on Black Heath 

Taus attended and fapported, he prefented two 
Petitions, or rather Remonftrances, ro the Varliament, 
fetting forth the Grievances of the Nation. Among 
other Things, they idfifted that the Duk: of Somer/tt 
fhould be punifhed for the Lofs of Normandy ; \..at 
the Miniftry fhould be changed, and rhat tuc King 
fhould chute fuch Perfons for his Council, as they 
were pleafed to name to him. Thefe Petitions or 
Remonftrances being rejefted, and the Government 
refolving to fupprefs this Sedition by Force of Arms, 
allembicd fifteen thoufand Men to go againft this 
Mob, which the King headed in Per‘on ; but the Re- 
bels retiring before him, as if they were afraid of him, 
the King imagined they were difperfed and returned 
to Londen, but ient a Detachment of his Army, under 
the Commatid of Sir Humphrey Stafford, in purfuit of 
them ; but Cade lying in Ambuth at Sreencak in Kent, 
fell unawares upon the King’s Forces and cut them 
to Pieces, the Commander hinfeif being fla‘n. 

ELATED witi this Succefs, Cade marched to- 
wards Londom and encamped again on Black Heath ; 
the King and the whol: Court hafily retiring :o Ae~ 
nelworth Calt'e. However, he deputed the Archhijhop of 
Canterbury, and the Duke of Buckinzham, to know of 
Cade what Propolals he had to mak:>, bur he did hot 
think fit to return any Anfwer tothe Meflage, but 
began his March towards London; his late Succefs 
alien People flock from ail Pars to join him, and 
the City of London being truck with Terror at his 
Approach, and not daring to make any Reéfiltance, 
opened her Gates to receive him; and Cade enter‘'d 
in Triumph at the Head of his Troops. 

The next Day being informed that the Lord High 
Treafurer was in the f ower, he ordered him to be 
brouglit out and arraigned at Gwildball betore the 
Mayor; the Lord Treeafurer defired to be tried 
his lh in order to gain Time ; but Cade and his 
Accomplices not admitting of it, took him by Force 
from the Orticers, and huriying him tothe Standard, 
cut off his Head, which they fixed on a Pole, and 
caufed it to be carried b-fore them thro’ the Streets, 
and not fatished with that, they dragged his naked 
Rody ata Hore’s Tail into Southwark where it was 
hanged and quartered. Cade, however, was at laf 
defcrted by his Fol‘owers, upon a Promife of a general 
Pardon tothem, and being flain as he was endeavours 
ing to make his Efcape, his Body was quarter’d and 
his Head fet on London Bridge. 

By thefé two Inftances only, tho’ many others might 
be mentioned, it will be cafily perceived, of what 
abfolute Neceflity it is, for the Nation to be provided 
with fuch Laws as may prevent even the ern Ste 
and Approaches towards any riotous and diforderly 
Meeting of the People ; for when once a Mob are 
collected together and have done one Actof Violence, 
they foon proceed to another, till rhey perpetrate the 
moft extravagant Enormities and he moft horrid 
Cruclties: Made defperate by their Crimes, and em- 
boldened by their Numbers, they commit fuch Out- 
rages as perhaps never enter'd into their Imagination 
at their fir ferting out ; and a Quarrel about es, 

Dgicrence berween a few Workmen and their 
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Maflert, if per put a Stop toin Time, may end In 
«a (nfurrection that may fhake the Foundation of the 
Government ; for to’ at firft ir might be only a 
{mall Spark, yer falling upon Combuftible Matter, 
it may occafion a Conflagration noe to™be extin- 
eulfh'd but by an Ocean of Blood.
